I was troubled by the second paragraph of the Secretary" s 
letter to Mr. McCloy. We have been quite conscious that there 
was a feeling of uneasiness in Berlin and have attributed it, 
as Mr. McCloy did, to the general feeling of uncertainty in 
Europe as to what the American reaction would be to the Sputnik 
development. 

We did not have an opportunity to go back to the Secretary 
on this matter in an effort to clarify it for him prior to his 
departure for Paris. I hope we can do so when he returns.
